Most of ‘Nation Satisfied With 
Immigration Laws, Mills 
Tells Rally of Protest.

Resolutions Dron Congress ‘to End 
Separation of Families From 
Residents Here. 


Representative Ogden L. Mills, one of 
@ number of speakers who criticized 
the severity of the immigration laws at 
@ mass meeting at Carnegie Hall last 
night, asserting that except for moder- 
ate amendments, the present restric- 
tions will continue in force. The meet- 
ing was held by the Jewish Council of 
Greater New York. As spokesmen for 
their constituents, the majority of the 
Federal ‘lawmakers- are in favor of a 
Testrictive immigration policy, Repre- 
sentative Mills declared. 

“My observation leads me to believe 
that they are on the whole, generally 
satisfied with the workings of the Act 
of 1924,” the Congressman said. ‘‘They 
‘beliéve that its provisions are essential 
for .the economic protection of the 
people of this country, whether citi- 
zens or aliens, and for the progection 
of the American standard of living. I 
think they feel that the immigrants 
themselves are bette? off than in the 
Gays when we allowed more people to 
come here than we could decently take 


_ are of. 


Little Hostility to Alien. 


“I believe that actual hostility to 
the alien does not exist except in the 


minds of a few narrow-minded andj. 


prejudiecd groups, but at the same 
timé I recognize a fixed determina- 
tion on the part of a great majority 
not to allow more people to come to 
this. country than-can be provided for, 
according to the American standard of 
living, and not enough to come to 
lower that standard of living. 
“I mention this because it: results in 
a fear that is more or less constant, 
that those who have been in the past 
opposed to restrictive immigration will 
use apparently legitimate amendments 
« as entering wedges, the ultimate object 
of which will be the widening and de- 
‘atruction of the restrictive provisions. 
It is unfortunate that this fear exists, 
because it makes it more difficult to 
fulfull strictly legitimate purposes, but 
no one seeking the amendment of. the 
Immigration act at this time can af- 
‘ford to overlook existing conditions.”’ 
Mr. Mills cautioned the supporters of 
a bill sponsored by Representative Na- 
than D. Perlman, which would remove 
many stringent regulations. He sug- 
ested that there be embodied in the 
‘bill “‘only such provisions as are s0 
obviously fair and just that they must 
appeal to all fair men, and can and 
will be = only by the extremists 
and fanatics.’ 
Predicts Some Relief. 


He. expressed the belief that the 
present ‘session would ‘witness ‘the 
enactment of legislation bringing im- 
mediate relief; to thousands who are 
Bow. separated from their closest and 
most dear, and enabling them to set 
up in our midst prosperous and happy 
American homes.’’ Secretary of Labor 
Davis, he said, is in’ favor of the 


rinciple of relief. Mr. Mills pledged 

is assistance to ‘‘bring to an end the 
intolerable situation now affecting 
thousands of our people.’’ 

After citing some of the exclusion 


———— of the present act, Mr. Mills. 


eclared that ‘“‘to admit men .to the 
blessings and promise of American 
life but to deny them the society and 
companionship of their family. is to 
present to them as individuals alto- 
gether ‘too cruel an alternative, while 
from the standpoint, of the State it 
would seem to be the height of -un- 
‘wisdom to admit a man to the privi- 
leges and rights of citizenship and 
at the same. time to deny him the sur- 
roundings which would help.make him 
@ good citizen.” He said further, that 
‘no law which deprives the aged par- 
ents of those privileges to which they 
are legitimately entitled can be re- 
garded\as a just or human one.” 

“The preference: provisions, in so far 
as many untries are concerned,” 
said the speaker, ‘ of little value, 
for the preference li sometimes ex- 
ceed the ordinary quota list, and 
‘there are cases where the preference 
immigrant may have to: wait even 
longer than the quota immigrant.’’

Foundation for two years’ research 
workin the School of Public Health at 
Harvard. 

Such efforts as the rebuilding of St. 
Luke’s Dr. ‘Teusler' régards of the 
highest. importance as a help in main- 
taining friendly relations between 
Japan and the United Statez in the 
light of misunderstandings which have 
been created over immigration. - 

“It is not easy for Japan to under- 
stand why wé are the leaders in Chrié- 
tian missionary effort in her coun- 
try,” said Dr. Teusler, “when we, ap- |" 
parently, are rather indifferent to her 
feelings.

Mr. Thompson’s* consumer looks like 
a muffler and is installed on the ex- 
haust pipe in place of the regulation 
muffler, ‘There are three chambers in 
the device and the ¢ontents of the ex- 
haust pipe, including the unburned 
fuel gases containing the carbon mon- 
Oxide, pass into the inner chamber 
simultaneously with the fresh air,. The 
combined “mixture: is then forced by 
engine pressure out of the inner cylin- 
der or chamber, through a series of 
small holes in the shell at the rear, 
and comes in contact with a spark 
plug which is connected’ with the 
spark plugs in the motor.

Commission Seeks Full Use of 
100 Springs and ‘700 Ac 
in $6,000,000 Project. 


NOW LAID 


Next Step Proposed Is Erection. of 
a Hotel Sanitarium ‘in 
Geyser Park. 


ALBANY, Jan. 10 (#).—A program 
for developing the State’s . mineral 
spring reservation at Saratoga Springs 
into a’great public watering place that 
will hayé a combined hotel and sanita- 
rium, and other equipment of the fa- 
mous Spas of Europe; has been formu- 
lated by the Conservation Commission, 
which: has had jurisdiction: over the 
property since 1915. ’ 

The cost of the suggested expansion, 

which the Commission says will: give 
the people ‘“‘thée full benefit of the 
State’s immens&y “valuable mineral 
water resdurces,” is estimated 
nearly $6,000,000. 
_ Of this sum $250,000 would“be used in 
completing the development of Lincoln 
Park so_as to,provide at least ‘3,500 
mineral: baths and 400 or 500 special 
treatments daily. 

Between $500,000 and. $600,000 would 
be required for the acquisition of addi- 
tional property in the city of Saratoga 
Springs and the construction thereon 
of a modern bath house and drink hall 
to care for the patronage heretofore 
bestowed ‘upon the Saratoga bath 
house, which was. condemned in April. 
This appropriation would also cover 
buildings designed to facilitate the use 
of the Springs by the public. 


Main Project Would Cost $5,000,000. 


The next step would be the erection 
in. Geyser Park of the Hotel Sani- 
tarium, directly connected with a bath 
house in. which all forms.of hydro- 
therapeutic treatments would be pro- 
vided. It is also proposed’ to lay out 
tennis courts, an eightéen-hole golf 
course, clubhouse and other recrea- 
tional features. The cost of this part 
of the project ‘would be about $5,000,000. 

The: plans also contemplate the 
proper landscaping of the entire reser- 
vation property: consisting of High 
Rock Park, Lincoln Park and Geyser 
Park—neéarly 700 acres in all. 

Completion of. the expansion would 
require several years. : 

In a statement setting forth its sug- 
gestions the commission asserted that 
the development .program had been 
built up as the result of the con- 
stantly increasing popularity of the 
Springs with the health-seeking public. 

‘*The, foundation has been laid,’’ con- 
tinued the statement, ‘‘by fifteen years 
of efective conservation of the more 
than 100 mineral springs and wells on 
thereservation, all of which are now 
flowing as abundantly as they did be-

SYNTHETIC RUBBER. 

Dr. CHartes.H. Herty, in an ad- 
dress -on Saturday before the alumni 
of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, derived a bit of comfort 
from what he calls ‘‘ the acute situa- 
tion ’’ in regard to'rubber, It is that 
the American chemist and chemical 
manufacturer have been given a 
to intensive 
effort. The men of finance must now 
go to the door of the research Jabora- 
tory, not only for protection against 
the inyentor who comes to thém with 
secret and impossible processes, but 
also: ‘for advice about the things that 
are possible. . Progress in applied sci- 
ence is directly dependent upon the ad- 
vance in pure science. _When our for- 
eign supply of dyes was cut off during 
the war,’a domestic industry ‘was de- 
veloped capable of making this coun- 
try completely independent: Dr. Herty 
tells. is that as regards rubber the 
same potential independence may be 
given us by the synthetic chemist. 

The ground for this hope is in a 
paragraph of which. the conclusion is 
clear, even if the technical terms are 

not within the range of the vocabula- 
ries of most readers: 

The chemistry of rubber has been 
well understood for years, but, the 
efforts in the past to. make it syn- 
thetically have. been based upon 
starch as a raw material, and this 
is too expensive’ a basis for low- 
priced rubber which may positively 
be expected in the future. The basis

the hydrocarbons. which polymerize 
into rubber are butadiene and iso- 
prene;; and when we think how 
closely these products are related to 
those which are today being. ob- 
tained direct from coal and hydrogen 
by high-pressure work, or from coal 
and lime through the channel of cal- 
cium carbide,.or through the. utili- 
zation of. waste material in the 

cracking of petroleum, no. vivid 

imagination is réquired.to justify the

In the single stage

up, into the crimson sky of Seville. 
The plot moves up. and down these 
steps of destiny. The chorus is draped 
along its balustrades and landings. 

The arrahgement is appropriate 
enough for a modern art that is dy-' 
namic and suggestive.-A staircase is 
movement, and a staircase -that ends 
nowhere in particular is peculiarly 
adapted to symbolizing the modern 
creed that we don’t know where we 
are going but we’re on our way. That 
would account for the prevalence of 
the staircase in contemporary art. 
Mr. JoHN Barrrmors’s Hamlet _ lived 
and died and was buried on the stairs. 
Before him, &nd perhaps the beginning 
of the latest evelopment, was the 
celebrated Cubist lady descending the 
stairs in odd pieces. 

It is only the emphasis that is new.. 
The idea itself is old enough. iter- 
ature and the drama are replete with 
stairs—temple stairs, throne» ‘steps, 
flights of stairs at the head of ‘which 
Swiss Guards perished in ‘defense of 
the monarchy, and non-professional

PAYING FOR SUBWAYS. 


An Unjust Burden ‘Is Said to Be 
Placed. on Taxpayers. 
To the Edjtor of The New York Times: 

Your ‘editorial -in y's Timzs, 
“Paying for Subways,” is very much’ 
to the point. 

May I venture to add a thought or 
two which may be not without, in- 
terest? It is true that the huilding of 
subways is a matter of years, but the 
method oftheir operation will deter- 
mine'the best plan of building. If the 
new system “is to be linked up with 
the existing systems, there are some 
parts of it which will be unnecessary, 
and many millions of dollars can be 
saved. 

Even though the debt limit be ‘raised 
so far as the next two Legislatures 
are concerned, there is no assurance 
that it will be approved at. the refer- 
endum. ~The amendment is a State- 
wide matter, td be voted on by every 
voter. I think it can be seriously ques- 
tioned whether up-State voters will 
‘favor what they will consider a dan- 
gerous precedent. 

The subway system now being built 
represents 25% of the city’s-needs.’ The 
Board of Transportation, in its report 
of May 26.last, mentioned a number 
of other localities which it states are 
“clamoring” for. transit -relief.. How- 


are they to be ‘satisfied if thé city 


continues. investing its funds in sub- 
ways which. do not pay-their way? — 
Mayor Walker will have unprece- 
dented demands made upon him ‘for 
city improvements which will have to 
be financed by the issuing of long-term 
bonds. Many of them will have to 
be built or begun during his Adminis- 
tration. How shall they be financed? 
The taxes of this city are paid by 
the. rent-payers and by the persons,

Inevitably a departure of this kind 
faced misunderstandings. The case for 
making it was easily overstated and 
natural inertia pulled st®ongly in the 
other'-direction. . Inflated hopes were 
built-up and inflated fears excited. The 
importance of the League of Nations’ 
was exaggerated by its friends; the 
_|@anger of its possible abuse was ex- 
aggerated by its enemies. Both groups. 
‘were doomed to disappointment. The 
ardor of enthusiasts did not furnish 
the patience which gradual develop- 
ment required; the tgemors . of ‘the 
timid-minded made it difficult for them 
to face the ‘facts of a growing situa- 
tion. Some liberal-minded people, who 
came to hope for a new heaven and a 
new earth to follow the war were 
tempted to scorn the meagerness’ of 
the League in its early es, though 
many of them: have now changed their 
minds. Some _ conservative-minded 
people who sought a complete return 
to pre-war normalcy were’ tempted by 
their doubts and fears to predict’ all 
sorts of catastrophes -which never 
were probable and’ which time has 
shown to have: been impossible... 

Both of these groups came to speak 
and think of the League in terms of 
unreality, They invested it with’ a. 
political personality, they’ made it a 
political entity, they set it over and 
above the ‘nations of the world and 
expected it to behave as a super-State. 
The tendency led one group to rely on 
the League. fot curing all the world’s 
ills >. it. led theother group into fears 
of lost. indeperidence, of rule by for- 
eignérs; ot dictated militarism." One 
group praised thé League for what 
was accompéshed, the ‘other. denounced 
it: for. things ‘not dotie: * Perhaps the 
mistake. ‘was -undVoidable. In the 
Hpsychology of 1920 few people saw the 
jexperiment. in ‘any perspective. The 
nations had merely taken old and tried 
méthods of conference and cooperation 
and had revamped them to make them 
fit the needs: of a complicated world. 

Now what ig the record of this 
method and machinery during the first 
six yéars? No similar ‘period in the 
world’s history has yielded so. much in 
the way of cooperative effort to keep 
the peace and to advance the interests 
which all peoples of the world have in 
common. At no other time in history 
has conference been so easy or so fre- 
quent. Of course, such cooperation and 
such conference are Jimited by the 
views of the Governments of the time,: 
and such views may vary from year 
to'yéar. But looking back over the six. 
yeas; I do not’see how any’ candid. 
student of the record can fail to say 
that the world has made a great ad- 
‘vance and that somé results of this’ ad- 
vance must be more or less permanent: 

The Assembly of the League of Na+ 
tions is the mést significant conference 
resulting from this new method... In 
fifteen years before the war we ‘had 
two peace conferences at The Hague. 
Twenty-six countries were represented 
at The Hague in 1899, and forty-four 
in 1907. In .six years since the war 
we have had six meetings of the As- 
sembly in Geneva, with more countries 
represented at each than were. ever 
represented at either of The Hague 
conferences.

not be checked additional alarms were 
turned in, sending men and apparatus 
from Elmhurst, Jackson Heights, 
pet and Greenpoint.

Fownes Defies British Golf Domination:

CHICAGO, Jan. ‘10 (4).—Asserting 
that America need no longer. submit to 
any golf domination by Great Britain, 
‘William C. Fownes Jr. of Pittsburgh, 
new President of the United States Golf 
Association, today proposed to bring 
about annual international conferences 
on the conduct of the game.’ While no 
revolt was threatened, _ President 
Fownes said the United States no long- 
er found.it necessary to sit by and have 


all the laws of the game dictated to 
it, for it had more golfers and players 
of prowess than Britain, as had been 
shown in international tournaments. 
Previously about the only indepen- 
dent declarations on golf law were 
made by the Western Association, 
while it was dominated by Crafts W. 
Higgins; and at that time the U. 8. G. 
A. stood stanchly for rule by St. 


Andrews. The Western Association 
has gradually been submerged by in- 
terlocking directorates and officers, 
and now the U. S. G. A. is taking up 
the cudgel for the betterment of the 
game. ‘ . 

There are no outstanding disputes and 
nothing to cause a breach, President 
Fownes said, but American golfers will 
take their place in the sun and insist 
on having a voice in future regulation 
of the game. The main subject now 
under discussion is a change in the 
weight of golf balis. The British last 
Summ: turned down an American 
mee , but the subject will be pur- 
su 

It is possible that the basic structure 
and even the name of the U. 8S. G. A. 
will be changed in the future to make 
it strictly a national organization, with 
State organizations acting regionally 
under its jurisdiction. .

Conditions te Be Met. 


He likewise 4aid down thrée general 
conditions that had to be_met,. viz., 
that the championship be done with in 
six playing days, that the qualifying 
round be over thirty-six holes and that 
match play rounds be over the same 
distance. 
In his address of acceptance, Presi- 
dent Fownes again touched upon the 
subject, but in what seemed to be a 
far more liberal attitude... He pointed 
out the darigers of putting too drastic 
limitation on thé list of eligibles and, 
in referring to the sectional qualifying 
plan as has béen proposed, stated that 
the main objections were the ‘difficulty 
of apportioning the sectional allot- 
ments and the loss of time involved in 
two separate tourneys such as this 
plan would involve.

There is no den 
the’ matter of devising a plan which 
will meet with universal approbation 
is difficult. There will always be 
those who think they could do things 
far better than they are being done, 
who see errors in everything proposed 
by others. 


This Plan Might Do. 


A synchronizing plan might, how~- 
ever, accomplish what President 
Fownes is searching for. A beginning 
might be made, not this year particu- 
larly, but after a sufficient time to 
organize the plan, through the medium 
of State or sectional championships. 
If things could be arranged so as to 
have these sectional and state cham- 
Pionships held at a- uniform date 
throughout the country and let. them, 
serve as the qualifying tests for the 
amateur, two birds might be killed 
with one stone. ⸗ : 

Most of the amateurs who play in 
the national play in at least. one other 
event during the season. If the ‘qual- 
ifying round of this ‘other’ event 
could be made the preliminary quali-. 
fying round or limiting round for the 
national, the time-lost element would 
be minimized just that much. 

The ideal plan will, it seems, be one 
that will permit, let us say, ninety-six 
players, to include those who have 
passed three preliminary or sectional- 
round tests successfully and the cham- 
pions of past years, to come to the 
scene of the championship proper, play 
a thirty-six-hole qualifying round on 
the first day, andthe survivors con- 
tinute at thirty-six-hole match play. 

Such a plan would meet all the es- 
sential conditions laid down, conserve 
time, arouse enthusiasm for these bec- 
-tjonal or State events, and insure thé 
interest which the appearance of for- 
mer champions puts into a tournament 
which they attend.
